Once in a while it lias been noticed 


by the users of city water that the 
water that comes from the city taps 
is of a darker color than it should be 
for first class spring water, and the 
fact started some inquiry about the 
matter. 
Interviewing Manager Kor- 


dant of the Electric <te Water Co. on 
the subject, 
that gentleman stated 


that it was because at times it was 
found necessay to turn the creek that 
flows by the pumping station mto the 
reservoir in order to supply the needs 
of the city 
He stated that the 


springs that supply the city would be 
sufficient 
were the water used for 


domestic purposes only, but that a 
large quantity was being used during 
the dry season by the street sprinkler, 
and that this caused a shortage. 


It was bis opinion that it could be 


arranged so that the street sprinkler 
could get water from the river which 
would do away with the shortage to 
a large extent. 
The 
river water 


would probably be as good for sprink- 
ling the streets as spring water, and 
it is a great deal more plentiful.

ing Conditions at the Site of 


Panama Canal. 


La Eoca, May 7, 1'JOli. 


Tlio Grand Kapicls Tribune: _We 


are still waitinj? for the 
decision 


tliafc never comos and it is still Look 
or Sea level, and is atill the point 
where about most of the work aloug 
tlio ditch is being done on the moun- 
tains where they aro sore the water 
will never reach, be it Lock or Sea 
level. 
There is not much doing at 


La Boca. 
Just a few carpenters at 


work and a bunch of plumbers at the 
two P. R. K. hotel buildings, No. 
3 


and No. 2. 
Each of these have three 


floors and 12 rooms on each floor with 
verandas on each floor, or we might 
say eacli floor is surrounded -with a 
veranda. 


One of these buildings is at the top 


of a miuuto mountain, 
and 
after 


climbing up a steep grade until you 
are out of wind, yon can commence 
climbing stairways. 
After going up 


six flights, if you are lucky or un- 
lucky, as the case may be, you will 
have your room on this Hoor, for at 
the top of these six flights the first 
floor is located, and all who are out 
of wind after climbing the hill and 
the stairways, can keep on up two 
more flights, arid then get all their 
wind back with interest. 
The first 


time up there will be interest with 
the wind, for you can look across 
the Cio Grande over the tops of the 
three smoke stacks oE tho La Boca 
Electric plant aud see a long stretch 
of country that is patiently waiting 
for those fossils at Washington to 
chow the rag about Looks and Levels, 
and as you look with a far off expres- 
sion, you are surely thinking that 
they know naught of Levels, but more 
of LocUs, (on their money or graft 
bags.) 


Then as your thoughts arrive at 


the monej' question, you will take 
interest in your surroundings and by 
a near by expression, look far down 
into tho electric plant s-noke stacks to 
see if you can see the stoker shovel 
in coal. 
Next you will look to see 


if you can locate any alligators in 
the Kio Grande, buij it is too far down 
and you will need a field glass for 
that. 
Then you 
will 
count 
the 


numerous old dredges moored along 
the many crooks of the river aud 
wonder how many Ohinamen 
aud 


even others, have died aboard these 
dredges during the time thoy were in 
operation in the French time and 
were tosaed in the big buckeis aud 
squirted out of the sluice and buried 
ill the mud, and how long it was 
"before one of those doing the tossing 
was himself tossed into a bucket. 
These things have actually occurred 
and are history of tho past that is 
only learned by residence on 
the 


Isthmus aud never at school. 


At one time during the first stages 


of the Panama Canal, there was a 
striki in the vicinity of Cwlebra, 
when Jamaica negroes were first in- 
troduced into the caual as laborers at 


much reduced wage. 
This 
was 


resented 
by the natives who came 


to work next day and brought their 
niachetbas along aud worked so hard 
that four carloads of arms and legs 
etc., were loaded up and dumped at 
one of the dirt dumps and covered 
over with train loads of dirt from 
the cut. 
The old time canal diggers 


were also infested with a desire to 
drink up all rum that could be made 
or brought to the Isthmus, and it 
seems to have been the same villiau- 
oui variety that is still here. Mayhap 
they did 
not 
live 
long 
enough 


to drink it all or there was not enough 
of them to do so, for there is still 
some left that has not lost any of its 
killing power and it anything, it 
has 
improved, (from flint look to 


compete with modern rifles), for it 
has an excessively long range. 


Not very long ago a plumber ovei 


at Culebra tried a jag. 
He was 


transferred to Ancon hospital the next 
day arid in two more days wus trans- 
ferred to the cemetery. 
Our Panadero 


(bread maker) a; La Boca tried its 
range last Friday. 
He was compar- 


ing notes -with the 
abave plumber- 


before Sunday morning, as a conse- 
quence, so-called bread 
was scarce 


here yesterday. 
During the Jb'rencli 


time drinking was indulged in ex- 
cessively by all who oame here and 
I have heard men who were here at 
that time say that bottles of cham- 
pagne were set up as 10 pins and 
other 
bottles liurled at them and 


broken until wine covered the -floor 
and triukled thru the holes that the 
ants had eaten thru the floor. From 
these accounts it is easy to see why 
so many deaths occurred in 
those 


times when in these days of sanitary 
reforms and a sufficient and conven- 
ient supply of fresh water, mosquito 
oil, fumigations, sprinkling of ditche i 
with carbolic acid and 
chloride of 


lime. The Chinese Lum (rum) is still 
the rapid fire variety and any one 
contemplating suicide needs only a 
liberal jag and a wooden overcoat to 
do the trick. 
But we came up tnese 


stairways to look and not to recite 
history. 
We will now look a little 


north of the north smoke stack and 
see 
about 
two 
miles 
across tiie 


swamph quite a large grove of cocoannt 
palms, and by close inspection will 
seen now aud tigaiu <i thatched roof 
among them. 
This is a hamlet or 


village of natives and on a line with 
this hamlet beyond the swawps rises 
a high, steep peak which is Pedro 
Mingnel, where the west coast cot 
commences, and stranpe to say, we are 
south east from this point and at the 
same time between it and the Pacific 
ocean which is to our east. 
Pedro 


Minguel (Peter McGill) is about 9 
miles away and about 3 miles this 


tide of Culebra 
cut. 
A littlo to 


tlio north and east this way 
from 


Pedro Minguel we see Merry- Flores 
wheru the Locos (Lunatics) and lep- 
ers are kept. 
Thence we follow the 


line of the P. K. R. north and east 
until we see Corozal. a village built 
and abandoned by the French as un- 
healthy, which has been repaired bj- 
the J> me Means and also condemned as 
unhealthy. 
It is on the edge of the 


same old swamps that La Rocs is 
on, only wo are on the south side, 
and as all the winds are from the 
north we get the most mosquitoes 
and benefits from the swamp. 
That 


is when the alligators outgrow the 
swamp, they come down where wo 
can see them and we imagine wo 
are in Barnums' menagerie. 
That's 


about all the benefit the swamp is 
to us. 
It is also a handy place for the 


buzzards to go to pick their teeth 
after inspecting the garbage pile. 


Well 1 don't room in this hotel. 
I 


am No. 2 in the other one which has 
about 
two-thirds as mnjh lull to 


climb and one flight of stairs, and as 
ouo flight seemed to be sufficient ex- 
ercise, I ctaid on the ground floor and 
I can nee as much of the Canal as I 
have dug from here, and the senate 
and congress can talk as much as they 
like (for all of me) about Levels and 
LocUs as long as they don't talk 
about removing the lock I have on my 
door.

FOULLY MURDERED. 


Former Grand Rapids Man Meets 


Violent Death in a Resort 


at Minneapolis. 


Frank O. Grain, formerly of this 


city, but for several years past a resi- 
dent of St. Paul and Minneapolis, 
was murdered at Minneapolis ou Fri- 
day, beiug knocked down and kicked 
to death. 
The Evening Tribune of 


Minneapolis has the following to say 
of the matter: 


A cold-blooded murder, as brutal 


and unprovoked as any in the history 
of the city, it is alleged, was com- 
mitted at 2 o'clock this morning in 
the resort of Amelia 
Mayers, 21? 


Eleventh aveiiuo south, when Alex- 
ander McEwan of 
Montreal 
and 


Chicago, recently chased out of St. 
Paul 
by 
Chief of Police J o h n 


O'Connor, slugged and booted Frank 
O. Grain, with the result that the 
latter died within a few minutes. 


The assault is said by tho police to 


have beeti instigated by Julius Hof- 
ner, the husband of Alice Mayors, 
who was insanely jealous of Grain 
because the latter had been livini; 
with the Mayers woman for tho last 
two years. 


It appears that Hofucr and his wife 


virtually separated three years ago. 
Tliis is the story told tho police by 
the woman, -who says that she was 
tired o? supporting him, as lie never 
did anything for his own 
support. 


She lived with Grain at 25(5 Thir- 
teenth avenue south, -where the two 
have been living for the last two 
years, and this was the cause of the 
husband's jealousy. 


McEwan is now behind the bars at 


the South Side station charged with 
murder, while Julius Hofucr is 'ocked 
up at the central station, where ho is 
being held until the case can be 
thoroughly investigated by the county 
attorney and the police. 
The other 


inmates of the house were also placed 
under 
arrest; 
with 
minor charges 


against them. 


According to the 
story told the 


police by the people tinder arrest, 
Uofner left the 
house at 1 o'clock. 


Grain -was also there at that 
time 


Shortly before ',' o'clock Hofnor re- 
turned, accompanied by McEwan, a 
giant in strength and stature, and 
the latter at once began to make 
himself disagreeable. 


The two entered the dauce Iiall to- 


gether, and McEwan told the piano 
player to "make tracks," as there 
was going to be a revolution. 
The 


latter asked for au 'explanation, and 
was requested in no gentle manner 
not to interfere, as it was none of his 
business, 
and while the two were 


haggling, the resort keeper, Amelia 
Mayers, entered the room. 


McEwan, who seemed to bo under 


the influence of liquor, approached 
the 
-woman and wanted 
to know 


whether she had ever secured a divorce 
from her husband. 
She at first re- 


sented the question, but finally ad- 
mitted that she had not, whereupon 
the ruffian, without any further par- 
ley, struck her full in the race and 
knocked her down. 


Her cries, mingled with those of 


the other women in the place, attract- 
ed the attention of Frank Grain, who 
was iti a room on the second floor. 
He rushed down to see what was the 
matter, only to meet his fate. 


McEwan 
hid 
behind 
a curtain 


which hung in the doorway between 
the two rooms. 
As Grain rushed past 


the curtain McEwan landed a terrific 
right swing on his jaw, and Grain 
went to the floor as though shot 
f.hrongb the brain. 


Not satisfied with his temporary 


victory, McEwan started to kick his 
semi-conscious victim about the head 
and chest, until there was at last not 
the semblance of life left. 


Tbe brutal operations 
caused the 


inmates of the house to shout -for 
Inlp, and the housekeeper ran out to 
find an officer. 
She [met 
Patrolman 


John Bow and Sergt. Quittum of the 
South Side station, and 
the two 


officers hurried to the scene of the 
tragedy. 


They found McEwan still in the 


act of booting his prostrate victim, 
who had long ago ceased to make any 
resistance. 
Hofner had disappsared 


as soon as the first blow was struck. 


Officer Bow drew his revolver and 


commanded McBwan to back into a 
corner. 
The man at once 
obeyed, 


never attempting 
any 
resistance. 


The South Side wagon was summoned 
and the dying man hurried to the city 
hospital, tut life was extinct when 
it reached there. 


The police and the county attorney 


have been bu^y all day investigating 
the caso. 
They hava taken the de- 


positions of the different witnesses 
and bave come to the conclusion that 
McEwan was an instrument in the 
bands of the jealous husband, Julius 
Hofner. 
This is also the statement 


made by McEwan himself, who does 
not attempt to deny his crime. 


The body of Grain is now at the 


morgue. 
It is horribly disfigured. 


The right eye is nearly gonged out 
and the whole face is blackened and 
bruised from the cruel kicks. 
Grain 


was about 3'J years old and a man of 
powerful physique. 


Tliat 
he succumbed without a 


struggle was entirely owing to the 
fact that he was taken by surprise and 
was therefore unprepared to defend 
himself. 
Otherwise 
there would 


have been a battle of giants, as Mc- 
Ewan is it man fnlly six feet tall 
and ^weighing in the neighborhood of 
250 pounds. 


Grain bore an excellent reputation 


in the city. 
He is said to have been 


a faithful worker, and, outside of the 
fact that he lived with the Mayers 
woman, there was no stain on his 
character. 
He bad numerous Criends, 


who,worn cxtrouioly .shocked at his 
untimely death. 


The body of Mr. Grain was brought 


to this city on Tuesday and taken to 
tho homo of his father 
in 
Soncc.a. 


The fuiiurul will occur on Thursday 
morning from tho Catholic cliumli, 
thy remains to bi> interred in Calvary 
cemetery. 


Drainage. 


Thorp is a large Hat tract of mostly 


swamp am! niar.sh land.s lying hutwuun 
tho 
Wisconsin 
rivor and Moccasin 


Criiok, and just north of tlu> Green 
Bay 
railroad. 
This tract includes 


about 
-tooo acres, and it has honn 


practically worthless for tho want of 
drainage. 
It is doublful if tho wholu 


tract has yioldi'd enough during the 
past 20 years to pny 
tins taxes that, 


have been levied upon it. 
And yet, 


if properly drained, it- could ho made 
duciiledly valuable and 
productive, 


because a largo part of tho soil is of 
good quality for general agricultural 
purposes anil because it is close to thu 
c.itv. 


It is not practicable for one small 


laud owner in t h i n district to drain 
his lands because tlio law does not 
permit him to cut drains and ditches 
across the. lands of another, and ovon 
if each one could drain nis own lands, 
tho cost of drainage would bo vory 
expensive if done in that way. 


Tho tract, if drained at all, shouM 


be drained as one body, and the law 
provides that if a majority of the 
land owners of a tract of low marshy 
lauds see fit to unite aud form a 
drainage district they can do so and 
secure 
the right-of-way across the 


lauds 
of others. 
And tins is the 


only legitimate and simple method of 
attacking the problem in this case. 


Tho cost of such drainage Jian been 


estimated by our city engineer at less 
than $~> an aero, and it must be plain 
to any one that tho value of most of 
those 
lands would bo 
more than 


doubled by proper drainage. 
With- 


out such drainago the owners of this 
swamp lauds will probably hold them 
and pay taxes on thorn for tho next 20 
years as they havti during tho past 20 
years, and the revenue that will bo 
derived from 
thorn will 
not 
ho 


sufficient to pay tho taxes. 


Besides thoy aro an oyo "HOI'i to tho 


city and the surface water that COIIIOH 
down from them into tho thickly set- 
tled part of tho city, has caused jnoro 
or less annoyance to many of tho roi- 
idents on the west side of tho rivor 
aud is more than likely to give rise 
to future litigation. 


When properly drained, this whole 


tract could HOOII bo disposed of to 
actual sottlon-, and if divided up into 
parcels, could be readily sold at good 
prices, and tho whole could bo made 
into HUbn'bau gardens'_ or dairy farms 
instead of being tho worthless swamp 
which it now is. 


Some persons, who do not under- 


stand tho principles of agrioulturo, 
have been advancing tho motion that 
if roads were put thru it, with good 
road ditches, these ditches would re- 
move the surface wa*er. 
This may be 


true, 
but tho experienced 
farmer 


knows that it 
is 
tho GROUND 


WATER, tho water that is in tho 
ground close to tho surface that mnkoH 
land worthless for agricultural pur- 
poses; and that none of the agricult- 
ural crops can bo successfully grown 
where the GROUND WATER 
HOH 


within two or three foot of tho sur- 
face, and the ordinary road ditches 
at best will only give a drainago of 
less than 2 feet, and such drainago is 
not sufficient for tho purpose of ag- 
riculture nor for healthful habitation. 


What the tract needs is deep drain- 


age. 
Ono large main drain with 


several side drains cut to a depth of 
six or sevou feet will bo necessary. 
Those 
drains will take the water 


OUT OF THE GROUND and lower 
tho GROUND WATER to a depth of 
four or five feet, whan this is done 
these lands can lie successfully culti- 
vated for tho ordinary 
agricultural 


crops, and houses can be built aud 
cellars put 
in. 
This result will 


never be accomplished by depending 
on highway drains. 
Any attempt to 


depend on road ditches will only de- 
lay deep drainago and hinder the 
development of the tract. 


We think wo hear some man own- 


ing lands within tho district say, 
"Well, why don't they go on and 
drain it?" 
Tho reason is that it 


never can be done by "THEY," it 
must be done by "WK." 
When tho 


majority of tho land owners within 
this district say "WE want it drain- 
ed'' it will be drained aud not btToro. 
The city as a corporation, has signi- 
fied its 
willingness 
to 
contribute 


toward that drainage in pK>Portion to 
the advantages it will derive as a 
municipality, but tho great advan- 
tage to be derived from the drainage 
will be to the land owners them- 
selves, and the principal part of the 
expenses must be borne by them as 
it should be. 


As soon as tho majority have sig- 


nified their desire to "have the laud 
drained by signing a petition for that 
purpose, proper commissioners will 
be appointed and a competent en- 
gineer choswn to locate tha ditches 
and determine the bent and least ex- 
pensive method of securing a thorough 
drainage of tho tract. 


At tho request of many of tho land 


owners, we have drawn up a petition 
for that purpose and already secured 
the signatures of nearly a majority 
of the land owners within the dis- 
trict. 
As soon as we have secured a 


few more wo will make application 
to thu court for the appointment of 
the commissioners, but we do not like 
to proceed in the matter oil 'a bare 
margin 
of a small 
majority, wo 


would like at least to necure two- 
thiids of the land in the district, and 
we ask those who are in favor of 
drainage to come in and sign that 
petition, if they have not already 
done BO.

The Late Carl Schurz at Madison. 


The late Carl Schurz, the eminent 


German-American 
statesman, 
made 


his first appearance in this country as 
a public man, at the Republican state 
convention in Madison in 1857.

are the gentlemen who were nomi- 
nated on the Republican ticket that 
year, including Mr. Schurz, nominated 
for lieutenant governor and defeated, 
except the venerable Samuel D. Has- 
tings who was eleclad state treasurer.

UNDERSEA COLD STORAGE. 


Experiment of: tiie Enrjlish Admir- 


aity Beinp; Carried On at 


Portsmouth. 


Important 
experiments arc being 


carried out by the. naval authorities 
at Portsmouth dockyard to ascertain 
to what extent the steaming properties 
of thi! NVelsh coal used in the British 
navy are improved by storage in tho 
sea. 


Kighteen months ago iron 
crates, 


each containing two tons of coal, were 
HUHlc in the big basin, and at 
the 


same time a similar quantity of coal 
was carefully stored in tlie open air 
at the coaling point and 
sheltered 


from the weather beneath tarpaulins. 
At intervals of six months two-ton 
samples t'rom each storage have been 
taken out anrl carefully burned, and 
tho results of the experiments have 
shown conclusively that by submarine 
storage of coal 
its 
calorific 
value 


steadily increases, while by storage in 
tho open air a decided decrease ia 
shown. 


At the naval coaling stations in the 


trojiics tliis decrease in calorific value 
is very great, tho sun's heat drawing 
all the light volatile oils out of the 
coal. The admiralty, having satisfied 
themselves of the physical and finan- 
cial advantages of the storage of coal 
in tho sea, have now directed that 
experiments bo made to ascertain its 
practicability on a large scale. 


The difficulty is that the submerged 


coal has to he dried before use, to 
remove tho superficial moisture, which 
otherwise in tlie close confines of a 
warship's bunker would soon set up 
spontaneous combustion. 
The 
only 


method ot" drying so far attempted is 
by spreading tho coal on iron trays in 
the open air, a process satisfactory 
enough for experimental purposes, but 
not feasible for quantities that amount 
to thousands of tons.

Prof. Thomas Shaw Gives Some Sug- 


gestions for the Treatment 


of Sheep. 


TTOW TVOOL. TYING BOX 3HMAJJK. 


Ihu bottom arid 14 inches at the top. 
The pieces b are cut one foot square. 


To use the box, explains the Farm

Who Paid Her Owner a 


Good Profit.

a heifei—now a valued member of the 


, herd. Her next calf came in 1SOS, with 
' a suoresHor each year up to tlie pros- 
! cnt. making nine calves in all. Three 
! wore females and six males. The heif- 
| f-rs have been retained in the herd and 


the bulls sold at an average of $50 
each. Valuing the heifers at tho same, 
the nine calves represent an earning 
ol' 
SHBO. 
With her second call' sae 


made a test oJ 2SO pounds of milk in 
seven days, churning 14 pounds, four 
ounces of butter. 
Her average milk 


yield has been 7,500 pounds, sold to a 
creamery at an average of $1.20 per 
100 pounds, an aggregate for 
eight 


'• years of $720. Adding the value of the 


j calves to the amount received for milk, 
i her gross earnings amount to $1,OSO. 


These figures are very eloquent for the 
good special purpose cow, but were not 
given to me, nor do I record them, as 
anything extraordinary. An annual 
yield of 7.500 pounds of five per cent. 


! milk, while indicating a cow of great 


merit does not raise her above thou- 
sands of other good cows. 
She has 


broken no records but she has kept 
the faith. 
She has always had good 


care, good feed and plenty of It. 
She 


has been given a chance. She Is a 
cow of robust constitution, a great 
feeder, a strong milker and a reliable 
breeder. 


Her feed had heen the ordinary feed 


o-C the herd. Pastu;e and soiling crops 
in summer, corn silage, mixed hay, 
corn meal, wheat bran and oil meal in 
•winter. 
She has never been fed ex- 


cessively, but has never gone hungry 
nor in any way known abuse. 


LEFT EAR IN TELEPHONING 


The dipping of sheep is practiced to 


free them from ticks and also from 
the presence of the scab mite. 
The 


proprietary dips are used for the pur- 
pose as a rule, although the 
bureau 


of animal industry still favors the use 
of the lime and sulphur dip, although 
much evidence has been brought for- 
ward to show that it injures the wool. 
If applied just 
after 
shearing 
the 


sheep, this result would not 
follow. 


Prominent among the proprietary dips 
are chloronapUioleuni, zenoieum. arid 
certain prepai-ations with tobacco 
as 


the principal element in their potency. 


The following is

for

Take eight to eleven pounds of 
un- 


slaked lime and add enough water to 


, slake the lime, sift into

' to three hours, adding water when 


necessary. 
Pour the mixture into 
a 


tub, vat or barrel 
that it 
may

drawn off through a spigot 
without 


sediment. 
When using this dip, it Is 


greatly important lo keep the sedi- 
ment out of the mixture. 


The common form of the 
infection 


known as sheep scab causes greater 
loss to the sheep industry in the Unit- 
ed States than any of the 
external 


parasites which prey upon them. It i3 
produced by minute insects, many of 
which are too small to be seen with- 
out the aid of a microscope. Usually, 
however, if a tuft of wool is pulled 
out near the edge of the infected part, 
little moving objects may be noticed 
by the naked eye near the base of the 
wool fibers, or among the scales 
ad- 


hering to 
them. 
They irritate 
tho 


skin oy biting, this causing an inflam- 
mation which produces an itching and 
gives the sheep no rest. The inflam- 
mation is accompanied by scab forma- 
tion, under 
which 
the mites 
live. 


The rubbing of the sheep carries the 
scab to new centers, and thus the

When the flocks are small, says the 
Orange .Tucld Farmer, the dipping may 
he done in a water-tight box made for 
tho purpose, into which the sheep are 
lifted. 
They may also be dipped

galvanized vats made for the purpose.. 
When large lots are to be dipped,'how- 
ever, tanks made for the purpose are 
necessary, through which 
the 
shaep 


are made to s-vim, 
and from 
which 


they are made to emerge at the farther 
end. The construction of these cannot 
be given to this paper. Sheep bought 
at the stockyards may xisually be dip- 
ped there, but it ought to be remem- 
bered that for scab one dipping is not 
enough.

hog cholera would get a-start if the 
hog quarters were never allowed to 
become filthy. Many and many a 
farmer has had his hogs become sick 
merely from the condition of the hog 
yard. When the rains fall such yards 
are a mass of mud, and when the 
weather becomes dry they are filled 
with fine dust, which gets into the 
lungs of the animals 
and 
causes 


symptoms similar to pneumonia and 
to hog cholera. It is possible on most 
farms to have several hog yards, and 
to keep the animals in one yard for 
hut a short time. 
Such an arrange- 


ment is a most satisfactory one.

tures, or to hear music, or spend the 
time in visiting a friend, or in doing 
something agreeable away from the 
atmosphere o£ your home." The pre- 
scription was followed to the rein- 
forcement of the failing health and to 
the permanent advantage of the en- 


! tire household. 


To secure this afternoon out may 


mean a little effort in the beginning. 
Here the mother will require the aid 
of some one who iovcs her and who 
is willing to take the initiative 
in 


friendly urgency. As going out with- 
out a definite object appears to the 
domestic woman almost unheard of 
and impossible, an objective 
point 


should be selected. 
The 
maid, of 


course, has hers in the cousins and 
other kin whom she visits

Thursday, in the shops, or the bank, 
to which her steps tend, either to de- 
posit her wages or to purchase some- 
thing she Jongs for.

road rate bill by the practically unani- 
mous vote of 71 to 3. The three nega- 
tive votes were cast by Senators For- 
aker, Republican, of Ohio, and Morgan 
and 
Pettus, 
Democrats, 
Alabama. 


The principal purpose of the bill Is 
o permit the 
interst: 


commission to fix rates. 


The bill was amended by the senate 


so as to give the United States circuit 
courts jurisdiction to entertain suits 
brought to annul or change the orders 
of the commission and 
to 
provide 


against the granting of interlocutory 
decrees without hearings and making 
appeals from such orders direct to the 
supreme court. 


Other senate modifications prohibit 


the issuance of passes or the granting 
of special favors to one class of pas- 
sengers over another, prohibiting rail- 
road companies from 
transporting 


commodities produced by themselves; 
require such 
companies to put in 


switches at the reasonable request of 
shippers, prohibits the granting or ac- 
ceptance of rebates and reinstate the 
imprisonment penalty for violation of 
tne law. 


The commission is given access to 


the accounts of the companies affected 
by the act, but examiners are forbid- 
den under penalty of heavy fine and 
long imprisonment from divulging the 
facts ascertained. 
Fines of $500 for 


each failure to keep proper accounts 
s provided.

vice consul, was shot and killed near 
his country place Sunday night. The 
assassins escaped. Mr. Stuart was a 
British subject and one of the largest 
ship brokers and exporters of Batum. 
During the revolutionary troubles of 
last fall his life was 
many 
times 


threatened by longshoremen, and at 
Christmas a deputation visited his of- 
fice and practically compelled him to 
give them $1,500 under the guise of a 
holiday gratuKy for dock laborers. 


Aside from tho troubles during the 


revolutionary disturbances last fall, 
Mr. Stuart had had no friction with 
the native population. He was so gen- 
erally respected that he was on sev- 
eral occasions called upon to act as 
intermediary during the racial war be- 
tween the Tartars and the Armenians, 
saving the lives of several of the lat- 
ter. 


Mr. Stuart, who was 49 years of age, 


had spent the greater part of his life 
in Russia, the last 12 years in Batum. 
Besides his official connections he had 
extensive business relations through- 
out the entire Caucasus. He spoke sev- 
eral native dialects and was considered 
an authority on land.

these fellows complying 
with the 


law, they would not care how strin- 
gent the government was in enforcing 
the law. It is tho crook that is 
afraid cf daylight, and the public 
should see that the methods at tho 
packing houses are investigated. 


People who have seen tho inside 


workings of the great packing houses 
in Chicago, do not hesitate to say 
that the methods pursued there are 
criminal in the extreme, aud tliat tho 
government inspectors who are sup- 
posed to see that no diseased cattle 
are killed with the rest of the rueaf, 
fail to attend to their duty aud that 
as consequence 
this grade of bi-ef 


goes right in with the rest of tl e 
meat and is sold oui to butchers to le 
distributed among the people of the 
country and eaten in the homes of the 
land.
